S.O. 8788.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary 
or expedient so to do for the development of the export trade of India, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and In¬ 
spection) Act, 1903 (22 of 1983), certain items of jute sacking cloth mentioned in 
Annexure I to this notification should be subject to quality control and inspection 
prior to export; 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals for the Information of the public likely to be 
affected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection 
or suggestion with respect to the said proposal mav forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection

Proposals 

(1) To notify that the said items of jute sacking cloth shall be subject to 
quality control and inspection prior to export; 
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(2) To specify the type of inspection In accordance with the draft Export of 
Jute Sacking Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1967, set out In Annexure II to this 
notification, as the type of Inspection which would be applied to such jute sacking 
cloth; 

(3) To recognise— 

the Indian Standard Specifications for 

(I) Jute com sack cloth—IS;3750-1966. 

(II) Heavy Cee Cloth—13:3751-1966. 

(ill) B-Twill Cloth—IS:3667-1966. 

(Iv) Liverpool Twill (L-Twill) Cloth—IS:3068-1966. 

Issued by the Indian Standards Institution as the standard specifications for the 
above mentioned jute sacking cloth: 

(4) To prohibit the export, In the course of International trade of Jute sacking 
cloth unless a mark or seal recognised by the Central Government has been 
affixed or applied to bales of such jute sacking cloth. 

3. Nothing In this notification shall apply to export by sea, land or air of 
samples of jute sacking cloth.

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963. 

1. Short title and commencement.—(l) These rules may be called the Export 
of Jute Sacking Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1907. 

(2) They shall come Into force on— 

2. Definition,—In these rules, "jute sacking cloth” shall mean the following 
items of jute sacking cloth as described in the Indian Standards mentioned 
against each, namely.— 

(1) Jute corn sack cloth—IS:3750-1966. 

(ii) Heavy Cee Cloth—18:3751-1966. 

(ill) B-Twlll Cloth—IS:3867-1&66. 

(lv) Liverpool Twin (L-Twill Cloth—1S:3668-1S66. 

3. Procedure of Inspection of Jute Sacking Cloth.—The provisions of the 
Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 1952 (36 of 1052), the 
Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Rules, 1955 and the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Regulations, 1955 and th,e procedure 
laid down by the Indian Standards Institution In this behalf shall, so far as may 
be, apply to the inspection of Jute sacking cloth prior to exort.
